CHICAGO FACING | 
COAL FAMINE, 
WARNING BY U.S. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—[Spe- 
cial.)}—The federal reserve board in its 
monthly survey of business conditions 
issued today says the fuel problem in 


the Chicago district is causing consider- 
able apprehension. 

“There now is active competition,” 
the report says, “ between manufactur- 
ers for the coal available, with a result- 
ant upward tendency in prices. 

“ Few, if any, of the plants have been 
able to seure a sufficient surplus of coal 
to protect them against delays due to 
interruptions of transportation during 
the winter months. None of the rail- 
roads has been able to accumulate the 
usual amount of storage coal, and most 
of them have no storage coal whatever. 

“Unless this situation is relieved be- 
fore cold weather sets in the fuel short- 
age is likely to prove a serious handi- 
cap to manufacturing. The coal pro- 
duction last year, it “will be recalled,- 
was the smallest of any year since 1915. 

“The present year started with the 
storage bins empty and about one-half 
of the usual amount of coal on the 
docks on Lake Superior and Lake Mich- 
igan. 

“ These dock supplies were exhausted 
before navigation opened.”

The coal controversy in Illinois is 
ended—for the present at least. The 
day men in the Illinois mines will re- 
ceive an increase in wages of $1.60 a 
day, making a scale of $7.50 for eight 
hours’..work.

F a man has been vaccinated against 
typhoid fever, how many typhoid 
bacilli can he drink without contract- 
ing typhoid?

questions investigated by Dr. Victor C. 
Vaughan Jr., a brilliant young Michigan 
physician, who died in France shortly 
after this

It opens a practical way to real democracy in 
industry—a development which such organiza- 
tions as the United States Steel company, the 
International Harvester company, certain packing 
companies, and other corporations are assisting and 
apparently finding mutually profitable. It is a 
way through which labor may acquire a full share 
in the fruits of its toil through natural economic 


rights upon which modern civilization is based. 
It does not mean that Wall street has become diz-. 
zily altruistic. Neither does it mean that Wall 
street is trying to unload the railroads as 4 losing 
proposition. It means only that wider knowledge 
of the fundamentals of economics is bringing to 
both labor and capital the realization that their 
interests are common interests. While one cannot 
exist without the other, both can exist in the same 
unit. The laborer can be a capitalist and the cap- 
italist can be a laborer. 
Such a dual personality makes for peace and 
progress in industry. It is realization of that fact 
which inspires the bank’s suggestion. It is realiza*® 
tion of the same fact which makes it possible that 
labor eventually may adopt the suggestion. At 
Present the idea is visionary, but it is based upon 
reality. 
Thirty-one thousand representatives of Italy’s 
labor forces have formed a codperative shipping as- 
sociation. They have purchased five ocean freight-, 
ers which are operated by officers and men of the 
Italian mercantile marine, each an owner in the 
fleet and its profits. Their profits, which are large, 
and a fraction of their wages go to pay for the 
ships and to buy others. If the association con- 


laborers in this case are also capitalists and will 
reap a double reward from their labor and from 
their capital. 
It is this way to true economic independence 
whic the National City Bank of New York points 
out to the railroad employés. Their annual wage 
income under the new scale will be $3,600,000,000. 
If the employés should set aside 5 per cent of that 
they could finance their purchase of the railroads 
at a rate of $180,000,000 a year. Half of that 
amount would buy a controlling interest in the 
great New York Central system, at the — 
price of its stock. s 

It is evident that actual ownership of the rail- 
roads by the unions and brotherhoods is not beyond 


corporations by employés has proved of mutual ad- 
vantage in the cases where it has been tried. It 
has taught labor the value and necessity of capital. 
Viewed in this light the idea of the National City 
Bank of New York is not so visionary. 

It may mean eventually the peaceful working 
out of the worst of our industrial, economic, and 
political difficulties.

In spite of this con- 
tract, to which miners, operators and the 
government of the United States were 
parties, the miners, under sanction and 
protection of the United Mine Workers, 
laid down their tools and quit their work. 


So flagrant was the violation of contract 
in Illinois that the President of the United 
States, when asked to provide a way of set- 
tlement, rebuked the United Mine Workers’ 
organization for its repeated violations of 
contract. He said: | 


“It is with a feeling of profound regret and 
‘sorrow that I learned that many of the mem- 
bers of your organization, particularly in the 
state of Illinois, have engaged in a strike in- 
violation of the award of the bituminous coal 
commission, and your agreement with the gov- 
ernment that the findings of the commission 
would be accepted by you as final and binding. 
I am distressed not only because your action in 
refusing to mine coal upon the terms which you 
had accepted may result in great suffering in 
many households during the coming winter and 
interfere with the continuation of industrial and 
agricultural activity, which is the basis of the 


of our’ people have been enjoying, but also, and 
what is of far more importance, because the 
violation of the terms of your solemn obligation 
impairs your good name, destroys the confidence 
which is the basis of all mutual agreements and 
threatens the very foundation of fair industrial 
relations. No government, no employer, no 
person having any reputation to protect can 
afford to enter into contractual relations with 
any organization which systematically or re- 
peatedly violates its contracts.” |

Brown Tapioca Soups. 


A bouillon is a clear beef broth. Con- 
somme is “a clear soup or J lon 
bottled down so as to be veby rich.” 
The boiling down gives a rather dark 
brown shade, which is as essentially 


consomme. 


With some white stock, 
from boiling fresh pork ‘with season- 
ings of celery, onion, and carrot, we 
may make a brown clear soup in fif- 
teen minutes or so that will pass rather 
well for a clear beef broth. The beef 
broth in the hands of a poor cook is 
wretched stuff, and this imitation may 
be, since it requires just as much care 
or skill to make it worth while as 
beef broth, but with a great saving 
of time, 

Strain any light broth, and for each 
cupful of it measure out into a dry 
frying pan one teaspoon of granulated 
tapioca. Stir and cook this over t'.e 
fire until it browns or holf pops, coat- 
ing the pan with « brown something 
‘like a caramel. WZither turn all 
broth into the pan or add a little of 
it to dissolve the brown, and then adi 
this to the larger quantity. 


Stir and cook about fifteen minutes 
or until the tapioca is trarisparent. 
Too long cooking will deaden tha 
brown. Cooked just long enough it is 
bright and lively. 

Any vegetable soup may be given 
body by browning some tapioca in this 
way, dissolving it a bit, and éookirg 
the soup ¥ with it for fifteen mi utes.
